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Purposes and Work of Los Angeles Bar 
Association

Los Angeles Bar Association is repre- 
sented in every community of Los Angeles 
County. Its objects are to advance the sci- 
ence of jurisprudence, to promote the ad- 
ministration of justice, to encourage thor- 
ough legal education, to maintain the honor 
and dignity of the legal profession, and to 
cultivate a fraternal feeling among its mem- 
bers. 

It has always stood for integrity among 
the members of the bar and, prior to the or- 
ganization of The State Bar of California, 
the activities of its Grievance Committee 
were responsible for removing from the 
practice of the law many whose conduct 
had been such as to bring dishonor upon 
the profession. Since the organization of 
The State Bar, this Association has’ contin- 
ued to render assistance to that organiza- 
tion along the same line. Furthermore, the 
Association is still carrying the burden of 
prosecuting cases of unlawful practice of 
the law. 

The growth of the Association from a 
small group of lawyers to the position of 
the third largest association of its kind in 
the United States, is evidence that the law- 
yers of this county as a whole have its in- 
terest at heart, and are in thorough accord 
with the work it is doing. 

As a civic organization, it is our duty to 
inform the public of our activities so that 
we may have the public approbation which 
our work deserves. Every right-minded 
citizen is, or should be, actively engaged in 
the betterment of the community in which 
he or she lives, and in the spiritual, moral 
and material advancement of the State and 
nation. The widespread apathy of well- 
meaning people in matters of governmental 
and social betterment is responsible for most, 
if not all, of the evils from which our coun- 
try suffers. We are prone to complain that 
things are not as they should be, but we 
ourselves make no constructive effort to 
better them. Therefore, every unselfish’ ef- 
fort, no matter how imperfect, to raise the 
standard of American citizenship and im- 
prove the administration of justice should 
have not only the approval, but the whole- 


hearted support, of all those engaged in the -- 


legal profession and the forward-looking 
public as well. 


The Judicial Campaigns 

Los Angeles Bar Association is commit- 
ted to the policy of placing and keeping on 
the bench, judges whose integrity, ability, 
independence and industry are beyond ques- 
tion. There has been in the past, and prob- 
ably will be in the future, some criticism of 
the methods used to accomplish this end. We 
do not claim that our methods are perfect? 
It is rather a new experiment, and as errors 
are discovered they are being corrected. But 
certainly the public is entitled to the advice 
of the lawyers as to which of the candidates 
for judicial office are, in the opinion of 
those who come in daily contact with them, 
best fitted, by reason of their integrity, abil- 
ity, independence and industry, to pass 
judgment upon the life, liberty and prop- 
erty rights of the people at large. 

In a county where more than one million 
voters reside it is virtually impossible for 
the average citizen to be informed as to the 
qualifications of judicial candidates. In the 
last analysis, the average voter turns to the 
newspaper or the radio or to friends en- 
gaged in the practice of the law for his in- 
formation. Los Angeles Bar Association 
has undertaken to obtain the consensus of 
opinion of its members as to the qualifica- 
tions of judicial candidates, and having ob- 
tained it, has given, and in the future will 
continue to give, to the public in a dignified 
manner the benefit of that opinion. We ab- 
solutely disclaim any intention to dictate to 
the public for whom they should vote, but 
we do believe that our joint opinion and 
advice are a distinct aid to the voters, and 
have been quite generally followed. 

Constitutional Rights Committee 

The activities of the Constitutional Rights 
Committee of Los Angeles Bar Association 
are deserving of special notice. This Com- 
mittee, which was organized by Hubert T. 
Morrow, Esq., when he was president of 
Los Angeles Bar Association in the year 
1928, is composed of some of the most em- 
inent lawyers in Los Angeles. Its work in 
endeavoring to discourage “Third Degree”

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methods in the handling of prosecutions 
has already accomplished very remarkable 
results. Through its recommendations the 
Los Angeles Bar Association has advocated 
amendments to our statutes seeking to re- 
strict the use in criminal cases of “forced 
confessions.” 


Arbitration Committee 


During the year 1929, Judge Guy R. 
Crump, as president of Los Angeles Bar 
Association, appointed a Committee on Ar- 
bitration for the settlement of disputes be- 
tween attorneys, and also between attorneys 
and clients. A large number of such dis- 
putes have been amicably settled by this 
Committee, and when its purposes and 
activities and the results obtained are better 
known by the attorneys and the public 
generally, this Committee will be able to 
accomplish notable results. 


Committee on Legislation 


Committees of Los Angeles Bar Associ- 
ation are engaged in drafting for recom- 
mendation to the State Legislature, bills for 
the improvement of the corporate, probate 
and criminal laws and constitutional amend- 
ments, and these Committees are working 
in conjunction with committees of the State 
Bar and with the Judicial Council. The 
Committees on Substantive Law and on 
Pleading and Practice have examined 
practically all of the bills presented to the 
State Legislature dealing with matters in- 
volving the administration of justice, and 
through these Committees the Association 
has been instrumental in making many im- 
provements in our laws. With the organi- 
zation of the Code Commission and the 
Commission for the Revision of the State 
Constitution, all of the above named Com- 
mittees are working in clese harmony with 
these Commissions, bringing to their labors 
the experience gained by years of training 
along the lines involved. 


Los Angeles Bar Association BULLETIN 


Los Angeles Bar Association maintains 
a publication known as THE Bar Assoctia- 
TION BULLETIN, which now has a monthly 
circulation of approximately 2700. It is 
devoted to the promotion of the interests 
of the profession. This publication, started 
by John G. Mott, Esq., a past president 
of the Los Angeles Bar Association, at the 
suggestion of Charles L. Nichols, Esq., the 


first editor, has already taken its place 
among the recognized legal magazines, and 
bids fair to grow in importance and useful- 
ness as the years go by. 


Affiliated Associations 


The Association maintains a close contact 
with all of the bar associations throughout 
the County of Los Angeles, for the purpose 
of mutual helpfulness and for the promo- 
tion of mutual interests. A movement is 
under way for bringing all of the bar asso- 
ciations in Los Angeles County into closer 
touch with one another and welding all into 
a united force for civic betterment. 


Joint Bench and Bar Committees 


These committees, composed of judges 
and members of the Association, have been 
instrumental in making many improvements 
in the handling of litigation in our courts, 
and have led to a better understanding by 
the judges of the problems of lawyers, and 
also have given the members of the bar a 
clearer idea of the difficulties from the 
standpoint of the trial judges attending the 
trial of cases. 

It is impossible to go into detail as to all 
of our committees, but special mention 
should be made of the Committee on Coor- 
dination of Work of all Committees. This 
group of men have worked for two years, 
welding all of the Association’s work into a 
unit, striving to accomplish a definite ob- 
ject—the maintenance of the highest stand- 
ard of the bench and bar of this county. 

In taking office as president of Los An- 
geles Bar Association, I pledge myself and 
this administration to the furtherance of 
every forward-looking policy inaugurated 
by the distinguished men who have pre- 
ceded me, to the end that this Association 
may become an ever-increasing force for 
the betterment of this community. 

It will be our aim to bring into the work 
of the Association, many men who hereto- 
fore have not taken active part in our en- 
deavors, to bring about a closer affiliation 
with the other associations, to assist in 
every way possible the State Bar of Cali- 
fornia and the commissions appointed by 
our Governor for the revision of the Codes 
and the Constitution, to inform the puilic 
on all subjects pertaining to the administra- 
tion of justice, and to make our Associa- 
tion, more than ever before, a driving force 
for good in this community.

Chief Justice Taft has left a record of 
step of his 


great public service. Every 
career has contributed to 
his greatness as Chief 
Justice. The results of 
his varied experience as 
a judge on the trial 
bench, as Solicitor Gen- 
eral, in the Phillipines, 
in the Cabinet, and as 
President, can all be seen 
in the fullness of his 
service as Chief Justice. 

There are many first 
class lawyers, men quali- 
fied by talent and educa- 
tion to pass upon legal 
questions. This was true 
centuries ago under the 
common law. Yet equity 
had to find its place in 
jurisprudence to supply 
that element which strict 
law could not possess. 
So in our time an out- 
standing jurist must have in him something 
human, something more than mere intellect, 
a spirit and vision beyond cold rules. 

No American statesman has been bigger 
than Taft in that which constitutes the 
spirit of man. Who else ever smiled in de- 
feat as he in 1912? Which other president 
was so liberal, so genuinely big, as he in the 
appointment of Chief Justice White? This 
act was worthy of a Lincoln, and far be- 
yond the vision of most presidents. 

Justice White had been a Confederate 
soldier. In making him Chief Justice, Pres- 
ident Taft, without a word, was more elo- 
quent than language could be made, in say- 
ing, once for all, that the Civil War was 
over, and that Americans of all sections 
must govern and be governed, as a united 
people. 

Justice White was a Democrat. By his 
selection, Republican President Taft made 
it known that the Supreme Court, with 
functions superior to any other tribunal, 
was in fact above political party.

Justice White was a Roman Catholic. It 
took a man, a big and tolerant man, as Pres- 
ident of a country pre- 
dominantly Protestant, to 
name a Catholic to the 
highest appointive office 
in the world. 

W hen Ex-President 
Taft became Chief Jus- 
tice, the Supreme Court 
was years behind in its 
work. The calendar was 
becoming more. con- 
gested, and the Court it- 
self was divided on many 
questions. 

With the benefit of his 
experience, Chief Justice 
Taft was able to lead the 
way in a revision of pro- 
cedure, and in modern- 
izing the practical side 
the court, with the 
result that the calendar 
has been cleared and 
further congestion avoided.

With his charm of personality, and sense 
of humor, Chief Justice Taft maintained a 
spirit of concord among the members of 
the court, and at the same time preserved 
the freedom of individual thought that of- 
ten leads to dissenting opinions, but that al- 
ways insures the fullest consideration of 
questions at issue. 


It is not for the writer to review the 
court opinions written, or in part moulded, 
by Chief Justice Taft, further than to say 
that they were all that could be expected 
from a man of his ability, training and ex- 
perience. These opinions belong to history. 
They will guide courts for generations to 
come. They speak their own tribute. 


It is sufficient now to say that William 
Howard Taft surrendered his commission 
with a record unsurpassed, and that he has 
taken his place in history, a place close be- 
side John Marshall. 
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Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes

“Essentially a great jurist.” These words 
seem most aptly to describe the Honorable 
Charles Evans Hughes, the eleventh Chief 


Justice of the United States. They are par- . 


ticularly potent when one calls to mind his 
notable accomplishments in fields of public 
service other than the judicial. His public 
career began at the age of forty-three 
when in New York he exposed the gas 
monopoly and the greed and corruption of 
insurance companies. At the age of forty- 
four he was elected Governor of New York, 
serving two terms. He was appointed as 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States at forty-eight, in which capacity he 
served for six years. He reluctantly re- 
signed from this position to respond to a 
call of duty and accept an unsought nomi- 
nation as candidate for President of the 
United States. Although not in public office 
during the next five years, he constantly was 
caled upon and ever readily responded to 
every request for patriotic service. At fifty- 
nine, he was appointed Secretary of State, 
serving four years. In addition, he has twice 
been Commissioner Plenipotentiary of the 
United States, and at the time of his ap- 
pointment as Chief Justice was a Judge of 
the Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice. In short, a lawyer of exceptional tal- 
ents and ability, devoting himself whole- 
heartedly and successfully to the service of 
his country in varied lines of endeavor for 
more than two-thirds of the past quarter of 
a century. 

While by reason of Chief Justice Hughes’ 
accomplishments, his reputation for wisdom 
in state craft and judgment in public af- 
fairs is monumental, it does not exceed that 
of his profound knowledge of the law and 


his devotion to the application of justice for 
the benefit of the community. A review of 
his one hundred and fifty opinions while 
serving as a Justice of the Supreme Court 
shows a dynamic legal mind capable of 
framing decisions in clear, vigorous and un- 
mistakable terms. His accession to the po- 
sition of Chief Justice gives him an oppor- 
tunity to supplement that which Judge Ran- 
som, in referring to his resignation in 1916, 
characterized as: “The task of judicial 
statesmanship—splendidly begun, but far 
from completed.” 
cations were so recognized by both laymen 
and members of the legal profession that 
on his appointment he was generally ac- 
claimed as the one most desirable and best 
qualified of those available for the position. 

The esteem in which he is held was ad- 
mirably expressed by Mr. William D. Guth- 
rie at a banquet tendered Mr. Hughes in 
1929, when he said: “Mr. Hughes’ career 
will long symbolize the highest and most 
cherished standards and traditions of the 
American Bar and the best product devel- 
oped by American institutions. His life and 
his magnetic and outstanding personality 
should ever remind and admonish us what 
manner of man an American lawyer should 
strive to be.” 

The tangible benefits arising from Judge 
Hughes’ career are immeasurable. Even 
greater, however, as an inspiration to every 
citizen and as an example to the members 
of the profession of the law is the nobility 
of spirit which has characterized his every 
undertaking. He has generously responded 
to each call without thought or considera- 
tion of self. His appointment as Chief Jus- 
tice is the crowning act of a great career.

CALIFORNIA NEEDS LOCAL BAR ASSSCIATIONS

Occasionally some one suggests that be- 
cause of the organization and work of the 
State Bar, local bar associations are no 
longer needed in California. 

It is true that the State Bar has taken over 
the disciplinary work that was formerly 
handled by local associations; but it is also 
true that at the same time it has been instru- 
mental in creating conditions that give many 
new and important opportunities to, and 
place many new and important responsibil- 
ities upon, the local associations. 

A few years ago about fifteen percent of 
the attorneys of California were members 
of the California Bar Association, and prob- 
ably no larger percentage of the members 
of the bar were giving any consideration 
whatever to their individual responsibilities 
to the profession, or to the responsibilities 
of the profession as a whole. Today all of 
the members of the bar are members of the 
State Bar, and a great majority of those 
members are giving consideration to the re- 
sponsibilities of the profession. The Cali- 
fornia bar has experienced a new awaken- 
ing, a new consciousness of its opportunities 
and of its responsibilities, and a new deter- 
mination to take advantage of those oppor- 
tunities and to live up to those responsibil- 
ities. 

There is as much reason for saying that 
the existence of the American Bar Associa- 
tion does away with the need of State bar 
organizations as for saying that the exist- 
ence of the State Bar does away with the 
need of local bar associations. 

If every attorney in the United States 
were a member of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, still only a very small percentage 
could attend its meetings or otherwise par- 
ticipate in its activities. While a larger 
percentage can attend the meetings and 


otherwise engage in the activities of the 
State organizations, the majority of the 
members of the bar have but slight oppor- 
tunity to engage in the State Bar activities. 
But all or nearly all of the members of the 
bar can attend the meetings and otherwise 
engage in the activities of the local associa- 
tions. And each local association can hold 
a dozen meetings each year while the na- 
tional and State organizations hold but one. 

The new order of things in California 
means more men and women interested in 
bar problems, and more participants in the 
activities of national, State and local organ- 
izations. 

The local associations are the proper in- 
strumentalities through which the members 
of the bar may hold frequent meetings, for 
the discussion of and action upon matters 
that concern the bar locally and otherwise, 
and for worth while addresses and for 
social contact. The local associations are 
the only bar organizations that can properly 
deal with local problems, such as local con- 
ditions in the courts, qualifications of can- 
didates for judicial positions and other 
local matters incident to the administra- 
tion of justice. 

For reasons that I need not here discuss, 
the State Bar no longer has a Committee 
on Professional Ethics; the local associa- 
tions should find here an opportunity for 
service to the profession. 

The State Bar requires the co-operation 
of the local associations. It depends largely 
upon the local associations as its means of 
contact with the individual members of the 
bar, and it looks to the local associations to 
furnish a field for frequent and continuous 
activity for the individual members of the 
newly awakened bar, and to train members 
of the bar for effective service in the State 
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Bar organizations. And, since much of the 
success of the State Bar is dependent upon 
those that are elected to the Board of Gov- 
ernors, the local associations may well as- 
sume the responsibility of seeing to it that 
qualified persons seek election as members 
of the Board. 

The success of the State Bar’s annual 
meetings is in a large measure due to the 
co-operation of the local associations. Local 
associations throughout the State urge a 
proper local representation at the State Bar 
meetings. And the local associations near 
the place of meeting play a particularly 
prominent part in securing attendance at, 
and in the conduct of, the annual meetings. 
This year the third annual meeting will be 


held at Hotel Huntington, Pasadena, on 
September 18, 19 and 20; and the Los An- 
geles Bar Association and the other local 
associations in Los Angeles County will be 
largely responsible for making that meet- 
ing the most interesting, the most worth 
while and the most largely attended meet- 
ing ever held by the bar of California. 

I shall not attempt to catalogue all of the 
opportunities for service by local bar asso- 
ciations in California, or all of the reasons 
for their continued existence. But I believe 
that I have written enough more than to 
justify my opinion that there never before 
was a time in California when local bar 
associations had so many reasons for exist- 
ence.

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Resume of Annual Reports of Committees*

At the request of the Board of Trustees, 
I herewith submit, as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Co-ordination, a resume of the 
reports of various committees of Los An- 
geles Bar Association for the year 1929. 


Committee on Legislation 


Legislative matters which were referred 
to the Committee by the Association, and 
by it presented to the Legislature, and which 
are now laws include: first, juvenile court 
law changes increasing the amount of main- 
tenance for wards, causing secrecy of han- 
dling juvenile court cases, and other amend- 
ments to the act; second, municipal court 
law changes giving the Municipal Courts 
increased civil jurisdiction and providing 
for an appellate division of the Superior 
Court to handle municipal court appeals ; 
third, legislation against the use of docu- 
ments bearing a pseudo similarity to court 
process; fourth, legislation increasing the 
per diem of court reporters ; fifth, numerous 
technical changes in the street laws; sixth, 
corporation law changes embodied both in 
new code amendments and a constitutional 
amendment to Article XII to be voted upon 
at the next general election. 


The Committee was fortunate in having 
among its members several who spent much 
of their time at Sacramento during the 1929 
session of the Legislature and who were 
thus able to devote considerable time and 
effort to the personal presentation of the 
measures sponsored by the Association. 


Arbitration Committee 


This Committee was created by a section 
being added to the By-Laws which provides 
that the Committee may make its own rules 
of procedure. After its appointment, the 
Committee met, and after adopting rules of 
procedure, divided itself into three depart- 
ments, for the purpose of hearing matters 
submitted. Each department has consisted 
of three members and cases have been as- 
signed to the several departments in rota- 
tion. 


The Committee has proceeded in accord- 


ance with the provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure governing arbitration, and 
its findings may be fiied with the Superior 
Court and judgment rendered thereon. 

A number of cases have been heard and 
determined. A few have been settled with- 
out hearing, through the influence of the 
Committee, and five are still pending. The 
work of the Arbitration Committee is stead- 
ily increasing and when its purpose is bet- 
ter known, its services will be more fre- 
quently sought. Thus a great benefit may 
be accomplished to the bar and its clientele 
by the amicable adjustment of differences 
of opinion regarding the value of services, 
as well as in cther disputes which may arise 
between attorneys and clients. 


Committee on Corporations 


A large amount of time and study has 
been given by this Committee to the pro- 
posed complete revision of the corporation 
law of this State. There has been much 
publicity to the effect that various commit- 
tees on revision of corporation law for 
California have completed about two-thirds 
of such a draft. However, investigation 
indicates these reports are erroneous, and 
it is believed that the Los Angeles Bar As- 
sociation 1930-31 Committee on Corpora- 
tion Law may properly perform all its 
functions with reference to a complete re- 
vision of the corporation law of this State, 
without regard to the policy, or lack of 
policy, of any other committee or com- 
mittees. 


Committee on Legal Education 


The Committee on Legal Education and 
this Association have heretofore gone on 
record on several occasions as endorsing 
the standards of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation upon the subject of legal education. 

The Committee has also given attention 
to the matter of teaching legal ethics in 
law schools, and recommends that greater 
emphasis be placed upon that subject in the 
law school curriculums. The Committee 
believes that our growing problem in the

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admission of young lawyers is not so much 
in connection with the intellectual test as 
it is in a test of ethical standards. In con- 
nection with this latter matter, the Com- 
mittee believes that a probational system 
should be adopted in this State, and that 
law school students before being finally ad- 
mitted should be required to have at least 
one year of practical experience in a law 
office under proper supervision, and so 
recommends. 


Committee on Legal Ethics 

This Committee has during the past year 
answered many inquiries with respect to 
the standards of conduct demanded by the 
legal profession and has rendered a large 
number of opinions both oral and written 
on questions of ethics. 

Many of the attorneys are practicing 
alone, and, particularly in the case of the 
younger men, numbers of them find it 
necessary to seek the advice of attorneys 
other than professional associates, and ob- 
tain opinions as to the proper course of 
professional conduct. The Committee feels 
that by giving opportunity to such attorneys 
to have such questions passed upon, the 
Committee is performing a valuable service. 
It is believed that this function and policy 
of the Committee makes necessary its 
maintenance and continuance, notwithstand- 
ing the activities of the State Bar upon the 
subject. 


Committee on New Membership 


During the latter part of July, this Com- 
mittee instituted a quiet and dignified mem- 
bership campaign, which was conducted 
without publicity. 

The names of prospective members were 
carefully checked and investigated, after 
which their names were placed in the hands 
of members for the purpose of being in- 
vited to join the Association. The volunteers 
worked loyally, and their efforts resulted 
in 172 applications for membership. 


Membership Committee 


It is the duty of this committee, as pro- 
vided by the By-Laws, to pass upon all 
applications for membership in the Associa- 
tion and make monthly reports and recom- 
mendations to the Board of Trustees. 

The Committee continued in force the 
policy adopted for the year 1928 of hold- 
ing a regular monthly meeting on the first 
Wednesday of each month, which was 
found to be satisfactory. The Committee 


followed generally the same procedure fol- 
lowed by the 1928 Membership Committee. 
Inquiry was made and reports received re- 
specting each applicant, both from the sec- 
retary of the Los Angeles Bar Association 
and from the office of the State Bar of 
California. Such reports were secured in 
addition to the special investigation of each 
applicant by one or more members of the 
Committee. 

The Committee has passed upon 200 ap- 
plications, of which number it has seen fit 
favorably to recommend 196. 


Golf Committee 


The Golf Committee is now completing 
its second year of existence. During the 
past year, it has continued to maintain the 
policy of regular monthly tournaments, 
open to all members of the Association, 
In this it has had the ce-operation of the 
private clubs in and about the metropolitan 
district of Los Angeles. 

In the spring of 1929 a massive silver 
perpetual championship trophy was pre- 
sented to the Committee by Parker, Stone 
& Baird Co., together with small replicas 
thereof for presentation to the winner and 
runner-up of the Association’s champion- 
ship tournament each year. The winner of 
this tournament for the year 1929 was 
Floyd S. Sisk, Venice, California, and the 
runner-up was Ray L. Chesebro. 

The second annual Association champion- 
ship tournament will be held in February, 
1930, with a qualifying round, followed by 
match play at handicap to decide the cham- 
pionship. 

The interest in the Golf Committee has 
continued until there are now approximate- 
ly 100 members on the active list. There 
are no dues or other charges to the mem- 
bers, except the payment of the usual green 
fee, together with one dollar at each tourna 
ment, for the Committee’s use in providing 
prizes, thus making the activities of the 
Committee self-supporting. 


Committee on Criminal Law and Procedure 


This Committee has made a thorough and 
comprehensive investigation of proposed 
amendments to the Penal Code and has 
recommended the adoption of numerous 
changes and amendments of the existing 
law with respect to criminal law and pro 
cedure. The principal subjects considered 
by the Committee may be briefly sum 
marized as follows: The question of allow 
ing the People to take depositions in crim 
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inal cases. The furnishing of bail outside 
of the county in which the indictment has 
been filed. The proposed amendment of 
section 995 of the Penal Code so as to give 
the defendant the right to have an informa- 
tion set aside where the offense or offenses 
charged are not sustained at the preliminary 
examination. The question of whether a 
series of similar misdemeanors shall amount 
to a felony. The possession of concealed 
weapons by narcotic addicts. The amend- 
ment of the sixty day trial period so as to 
make it run from the date of the plea of 
“not guilty” rather than from the date of 
the filing of the indictment or information. 
The taking of testimony on motion for new 
trial. The establishment of a court of crim- 
inal appeal. The impeachment of a witness 
by a party producing the witness. The mat- 
ter of the question of whether a witness 
shall be permitted to refresh his memory by 
reference to other objects or things, as well 
as writings made by himself. The matter of 
instructions to the jury in attempt to commit 
felonies. Statute of limitations in homicide 
cases. Burglary with explosives. Harmon- 
izing the jurisdiction of the Superior Court 
with that of the Justices’ Court in questions 
relating to imprisonment for non-payment 
of fine. Remedies in criminal actions where 
verdict is procured by fraud. The question 
of the remedy afforded by the common law 
writ of coram nobis. Various plans for sci- 
entific social criminal procedure. 


Constitutional Rights Committee 


This Committee has rendered a volum- 
inous report of its activities during the year. 
It is evident that the Committee has spared 
no effort to go thoroughly into the problems 
of the unlawful enforcement of the law and 
that a great deal has been accomplished in 
this respect. They have taken up the evils 
and the matter of correcting the same, with 
the Police Commission, the Chief of Police 
and various other public authorities. They 
have carried on a vigorous campaign for 
the education of the Police Department and 


of the public generally concerning the rights 
and powers of policemen in the perform- 
ance of their duties. They have called these 
problems to the attention of not only the 
local public, but, through the American Bar 
Association and through other channels, to 
the public generally. This Committee ear- 
nestly endeavored to secure the adoption of 
certain legislation in 1929. The principal 
legislation proposed at that time consisted 
of a measure to render inadmissible as evi- 
dence in criminal cases any confession of 
actual guilt obtained from persons charged 
with criminal offenses while such persons 
were in the physical custody of the police, 
and which confessions have been obtained 
solely by the police themselves, or by others 
under the jurisdiction of the police. While 
attempts to obtain the enactment of such 
legislation failed at the last session of the 
Legislature, it is believed that the activities 
of the Committee will eventually result in 
the adoption of legislation which will op- 
erate to correct the evils of third degree 
methods. 


Junior Committee 


The Junior Committee has this year ex- 
amined the records of some 54,000 cases 
in the local Superior Court, and prepared 
therefrom digests of all personal injury 
cases and classified these digests under the 
names of the attorneys. A synopsis of the 
result has been prepared and submitted to 
the State Bar of California. This Commit- 
tee has functioned with energy and enthusi- 
asm, and has been of distinct assistance to 
the younger lawyers in relation to their 
activities as members of the Los Angeles 
Bar Association.

Annual Report of the Secretary’s Office 
for 1929-39 


(Filed February 20, 1930) 


To the Los Angeles Bar Association: 


There is presented herewith, by the act- 
ing secretary, the annual report of the sec- 
retary's office for the fiscal year ending this 
date. 

On February 21, 1929, there were 2462 
members in good standing. Since that date 
194 lawyers have been received into mem- 
bership and 29 have been reinstated. During 
the same period 24 members resigned, 18 
names were placed on the memorial roll, 4 
members were expelled, and 229 members 
were placed on the suspended list for 
nonpayment of dues, leaving the present 
membership at 2410.

In the month of March, 1929, the Board 
of Trustees made a survey of the rooms, 
furniture and general facilities of the office 
of the secretary, at that time located at 687 
I. W. Hellman Building, and after consid- 
ering the matter decided the Association 
should maintain an office of its own rather 
than continue the then existing arrange- 
ment of renting space in conjunction with 
a firm of lawyers. Accordingly, on May 1, 
1929, the Association established its head- 
quarters at 1126 Rowan Building. Due to 
the fact that the amount and value of the 
furniture then in possession of the Associ- 
ation was negligible, and in further consid- 
eration of the fact that such equipment as 
steel files, safes, etc., were not the property 
of the Association, it was found necessary 
to purchase new furniture for the office. 
When this became known to the past presi- 
dents, voluntary contributions were re- 
ceived, thus creating a “Furniture Fund” 
to which members of the Board of Trus- 
tees also contributed. Following is a list 
of the donors, and the contributions:

These contributions enabled the Associ- 
ation to furnish, in addition to the secre- 
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tary’s office, a room, with a director’s table 
and chairs, for the use of officers and com- 
mittees. Heretofore, the committees had 
been compelled to meet wherever they could 
find accommodations, and this arrangement 
had not been satisfactory. This room has 
been consistently used for meetings of the 
Arbitration Committee, Constitutional 
Rights Committee, Committee on Pleading 
and Practice, and others. 

Approximately 222 committee meetings 
have been held during the fiscal year for 
the purpose of considering matters pertain- 
ing to the elevation and protection of the 
practice of law. Numerous recommenda- 
tions originating with the committees have 
been referred to the Board of Trustees, and 
the Board has taken whatever steps were 
necessary to make such recommendations 
effective. 

In addition to the regular committee 
meetings, the Board has held 45 sessions 
and the Association has held 10 monthly 
meetings, making a total of 277 meetings 
during the year for the consideration of 
Association matters. The work of the com- 
mittees is to be summarized in a report of 
the Committee on Coordination of Work of 
All Committees. 

Mr. Hubert T. Morrow, during his ad- 
ministration, inaugurated a plan to take 
care of applications, in the secretary’s of- 
fice, of persons seeking positions in law of- 
fices. The form in use gives all the infor- 
mation one could reasonably require con- 
cerning a particular applicant. The office 
has on file at the present time a goodly 
number of applications of attorneys recent- 
ly admitted, and a few applications of ex- 


perienced practitioners. No charge is made 
for this service to either employer or em- 
ployee. If this department of our work is 
to continue to be of value, it is necessary 
that members in need of office assistants co- 
operate and avail themselves of this service, 

This report does not take into account 
any of the regular duties of the office of the 
secretary. However, it might be in order, 
by way of conveying an idea of the volume 
of business handled, to state that our ree- 
ords indicate we have used approximately 
4500 letterheads, in addition to circular let- 
ters mailed. Our phone bills show 7000 
outgoing calls, and incoming calls are re- 
ceived at the rate of about 3 for 1 outgoing, 
making a total of approximately 28,000 
phone calls handled during the year. 

Your Association, the third largest bar 
association in the United States, continues 
to charge only ten dollars dues per year, 
which includes subscription to the Butte- 
TIN, while other bar associations of like 
status are now charging from sixteen to 
fifty dollars per year. It has only been 
through the most careful management on 
the part of your Board of Trustees that 
the Association has been able to continue 
its many activities without an_ increased 
revenue. 

In passing, we pause a moment to pay 
tribute to our late secretary, R. H. F. Variel, 
Jr., whose faithful and efficient service con- 
tributed greatly to the growth and useful- 
ness of this Association.

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Proposed Amendments to Section 3 of Article 
VIII of the By-Laws of Los Angeles 


Bar Association 


There is printed in full below, Section 3 
of Article VIII of the Association’s By- 
Laws, together with proposed amendments 
to paragraphs (a), (b) and (f) of sub- 
division B of said section. 

These amendments will be voted on at 
the meeting of the Association to be held 
April 24, 1930. 

The amendments are designed to enable a 
candidate for judicial office to furnish to 
the members of the Association at the time 
the plebiscite ballots are mailed, a concise 
statement of qualification over the signa- 
tures of 20 practicing lawyers. 

It is impossible for lawyers supporting 
a candidate for judicial office to communi- 
cate their endorsements to the members of 
the Association without violating both the 
letter and spirit of the By-Laws as they 
now stand. 

Some candidates, and some members of 
the Association, in open disregard of para- 
graph (f) of subdivision B of Section 3, 
Article VIII of the By-Laws, have been 
and now are circulating “petitions” or “en- 
dorsements’’ of prospective candidates for 
the office of Superior Judge at the coming 
judicial election. This is simply campaign 
material for publicity. The evil effect of this 
practice is obvious to even the casual ob- 
server. Members of the Association sign 
these “petitions” or “endorsements” 
thoughtlessly and simply because they are 
asked to do so. 

It is felt, however, that the members, in 
voting for a judicial candidate in the plebis- 
cite, are entitled to know who the candi- 
date’s sponsors are. Furthermore, the law- 
yers signing these endorsements for circu- 
lation among members of the bar, for use 
in the plebiscite, will sponsor only such can- 
didates as, in their judgment, are best fitted 
for the offices they seek. 


It is believed that in the past an injustice 
has been done to candidates of unquestioned 
ability and integrity because they have not 
been well known to the members of the bar, 
and because, under the By-Laws, their 
sponsors could not state the candidates’ 
qualifications to the members, in connection 
with the plebiscite vote. 

The proposed amendments are calculated 
to cure those present seeming defects in our 
plebiscite system. 

SECTION 3, OF ARTICLE VIII, OF 
THE BY-LAWS OF THE LOS 
ANGELES BAR ASSOCIATION 

“3. A committee on the judiciary which 
shall consist of nine (9) members. 

“Subdivision A. This committee shall be 
charged with the duty of observing the prac- 
tical workings of the courts of record, both 
criminal and civil, and of making such 
recommendations to the Association with 
respect thereto as it may deem advisable. 

“Tt shall be the duty of this committee to 
consider investigate any complaint 
which may be laid before it of such con- 
duct upon the part of any judicial officer 
as would justify the impeachment of such 
officer, or other disciplinary action against 
him, and if in the opinion of the committee 
the complaint is well founded it shall report 
the same to the Board of Trustees for ac- 
tion, and the Board of Trustees shall there- 
upon be authorized to take such action as in 
its judgment is proper. 


and 


“The committee shall also have power to 
consider complaints made against clerks or 
other ministerial officers and attendants 
connected with the courts, and if it finds 
such complaints well founded to bring the 
matter before the Board of Trustees for 
action. 

“Subdivision B. This committee shall, 
prior to all regular primary elections at 
which candidates for any office of judge of 
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the Superior Court of Los Angeles County, 
or of the Municipal Court of the City of 
Los Angeles, are to be voted upon, and prior 
to all other elections or appointments to 
judicial office as may be ordered by the 
Board of Trustees, conduct a plebiscite for 
the purpose of passing upon the qualifica- 
tions of candidates for election or appoint- 
ment to judicial office and of determining 
the candidate best qualified for such office, 
which plebiscite shall be conducted in the 
manner hereinafter directed; provided, 
however, that the Association of the Board 
of Trustees may delegate to a special com- 
mittee to be appointed by the president the 
conduct of any such plebiscite. The com- 
mittee conducting any plebiscite shall be 
charged with the following duties : 

“(a) It shall gather biographical inform- 
ation concerning all candidates for election 
or appointment to the Superior Court of 
Los Angeles County, the Municipal Court 
of the City of Los Angeles, and such other 
judicial offices as the Board of Trustees 
may from time to time determine upon. 
From the material so gathered the com- 
mittee shall, where there is more than one 
candidate for the same office, print for the 
information of the members of the Associa- 
tion, data as to each candidate, giving his 
age, period of practice in California, extent 
and nature of his education and practice, 
and such other facts as may be of value in 
determining his qualifications for the par- 
ticular office sought by such candidate. It 
may endeavor to induce fit persons to be- 
come candidates. 

(b) To prepare and mail to each mem- 
ber of the Association such data, together 
with a ballot containing the names of all 
candidates for election or appointment, pro- 
vided there is more than one candidate for 
the office to be filled, the names of the can- 
didates being bracketed according to the 
office to which election or appointment is 
sought. Each ballot shall be so arranged 
as to require the voter to express his opin- 
ion as to which candidate is best qualified 
for the particular office to which election 
or appointment is sought. The time of mail- 
ing ballots and the time when ballots must 
be returned in order to be counted and all 
details respecting the time and manner of 
voting, the counting of ballots and the con- 
duct of the plebiscite (except as herein spe- 
cifically set forth) shall be determined and 
fixed by the Board of Trustees. 

“(c) Said opinions expressed upon each 
of said ballots shall be canvassed and tabu- 


lated by said Committee, and with the in- 
formation so obtained, the following conely- 
sions shall be reached. 

“If it appears, by the vote of a majority 
of those who have expressed an opinion 
upon the qualifications of the candidates for 
a particular ofhce, that one of them is best 
qualified for the office sought, such deter. 
mination shall be deemed the judgment of 
the Association as to his qualifications and 
he shall be endorsed by the Association, 

“(d) The Board of Trustees may order 
a further plebiscite taken as to any office or 
offices when a prior plebiscite shall have 
failed to result in the endorsement of a can- 
didate or candidates therefor, or in the 
event of the defeat of the Association’s 
candidate in a primary election, or in case 
of a tie vote, or for other good cause. When 
there are more than two candidates for an 
ofhce, the Board of Trustees may on second 
plebiscite eliminate all but the two candi- 
dates receiving the highest number of votes 
at the prior plebiscite. 

“(e) The Association, through its Board 
of Trustees, shall conduct a campaign in 
the ensuing primary and general elections 
in favor of all candidates endorsed for elec- 
tion, and shall recommend all candidates 
endorsed for appointment. Such campaign 
shall be nonpartisan in nature and shall in- 
clude a thorough dissemination to the voters 
of the qualifications of the candidates en- 
dorsed, and such other facts as the Board 
of Trustees may deem advisable. The ex- 
penses of such campaign shall be raised in 
such manner as the Board of Trustees may 
direct. 

“(f) It shall be contrary to the spirit and 
purpose of the plebiscite for any candidate 
to campaign for himself or herself, or for 
any member or members of the Association 
to campaign or join in a campaign for the 
support of any candidate by petition, circw- 
lars, letters, postals, telephone, or otherwise 
to endeavor to influence the vote in the 
plebiscite. 

“A copy of this sub-section 
printed in all plebiscite ballots.” 

THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

“RESOLVED, That Section 3 of Artt 
cle VIII of the By-Laws of the Los At 
geles Bar Association be amended in the 
following particulars, to-wit: 

“That paragraph (a) of Subdivision B 
be amended to read as follows: 

a) The committee shall, where there is

“That the first phrase in paragraph (b) 
of said Subdivision B be amended to read 
as follows: 

“(b) The Committee shall prepare and 
mail to each member of the Association 
such data, ee. “vet Rl Spee 

“That paragraph (f) of said Subdivision 
B be amended by adding to the first sen- 
tence in said paragrph the following—pro- 
vided that securing the statement of quali- 
fications specified in paragraph (a) above, 
shall not be deemed to be contrary to the 
spirit and purpose of the plebiscite.”
